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Children Stricken 
By Polio In Milk 


6 In Family Infected, 
Taken To Hospital 


FREDERICKSBURG. Tex 
( 
Polio virus in raw milk caused six 
children in the Paul Pehl family to 
be stricken with the disease, State 
Health Officer Georg e W. Cox said 
yesterday. 
Dr. Cox and other health officials 
made a day-long inspection of the 
Pehl farm near here to find out 
why this g reat number of persons 
in one family had been infected 
with polio. 
“ The polio infection was undoubt­ 
edly carried in raw milk/* Dr. Cox 
said. “ The polio virus entered the 
milk during the milk process." 
Six of the Pehl children are in a 
San Antonio Hospital with the dis­ 
ease. The only child not afflicted 
is a 13-year-old daug hter. 
Dr. Cox said that one of the Pehl 
boys apparently g ot the virus from 
a close friend who was stricken 
with polio before the Pehls. He 
said thé Pehls milked their ownj 
cows and the chore passed from 
one child to the other. 
Evidently the Pehl boy passed’ 
the virus to others inf his family 
when, in milking the cows, he con­ 
taminated the raw milk. 
Had the milk been pasteurized. 
Dr. Cox said, the family probably 
would not have been stricken.

Can Be Fired Only For Cause 


Caudle Left By Request 
If Theron Lam^r Caudle is cooperating 
I with investig ators of the House judiciary com- 
I mittee as fully as he say s he is, there will be 
bad news for the cronies before the trees 
1 Department of J pstice last Nov. 16 by Presi* 
shed their leaves. 
Candle was requested to leave the U. S. 
; dei.t Truman. Te is a man who talks freely —too 
v freely . As head of the tax division of the J us- 
I 


tice Department, he had a chance to brush up 
cm topics which would make interesting con- 
| versation in a presidential campaig n. 
The key fact about this man who was made 
| the scapeg oat for whatever may have been 
I g oing on between the Department of J ustice and 
* some of the cronies who didn’t believe in pay ing 
I tax es is his present state of mind. He said 
Î when he was fired that his heart had been 
I 


broken. He implied that he suspected he had 
been roug hed-up to save other hides—more im­ 
portant hides. 
If Caudle has returned to Washing ton to tell 
“ what he was in a position to know—if he has 
come back to the scene of his involuntary role 
as a scapeg oat with reveng e in his heart—there 
won’t be enoug h whistle-stops in American to 
drown him out before election day . 


Britain's Better Mousetrap 
Information from Britain filling in the back­ 
g round of that sensational round-trip Atlantic 
crossing in a little more than eig ht hours of 
fly ing time indicates still more surprises are 
in store for Americans. 
Their airline purchasing ag ents are willing 
to place orders for millions of dollars’ worth 
of British aircraft, not to help Britain but to 
help themselves. British desig ns and eng ineers 
have come up with a better mousetrap. Po­ 
tentially , they have done more to aid British 
finances and perk up British morale than all 
their statesmen combined. 
The 
round-trip 
flig ht 
which 
electrified 
g roundling s in this country was no surprise to 
the British. It was, in fact, no more than a 
dram atic. demo n stratio n 
of an already familiar 
fact—that unward of 10 y ears of work with jet 
fly ing has g iven British plane manufacturers a 
handsome head start. 
For a country which has been accused of 
bog g ing down in its own ineptitude and was 
wondering whether die accusation mig ht be 
true in more way s than industrial production, 
there is comfort at last. The aviation industry , 
which is still competitive and not nationalized 
has stepped out ahead. It could ask no g reater 
tribute than the interest of U.S. purchasing 
ag ents in its jet planes. 


The Drupes Came Naturally 
There can be a sharp difference of opinion 
about elderberry wine. But all differences can 
be wiped out by the consideration of one fact. 
The elderberry , itself, is a g ift of n atu re 
and must not be sp u rn ed because it falls short 
of perfection. Elder bushes and their berries, 
known as drupes in botanical jarg on, were here 
long before pie-eaters and wine-bibbers reached 
the scene. 
This is the season for the dark purple drupe 
which has established itself between pie crusts 
and inside the opaque walls of wine casks. It 
is to be had for the taking . Elder bushes are 
in the public domain doing their best where 
they g row unattended, which is on land that 
is being unattended. 
Every cook who learned the art in the 
American tradition has a secret for elderberry 
pie. All the secrets are related to the same 
basic problem. Elderberries need a cataly tic 
ag ent to bring out their flavor. Some cooks use 
just the rig ht amount of vineg ar; others bake 
in a few peach leaves; still others g et the effect 
with spices. 
For those whose opinion of the product is 
favorable, there is no such thing as a really 
bad elderberry pie. There are just some elder­ 
berry pies which are better than others. This is 
the season of pure delig ht for devotees of the 
elder drupe. Today the pies, nex t winter the 
wine. 


WASHINGTON 
The ex tent of the housecleaning 
and g eneral ex odus of tired bureau­ 
crats from Washinton on the day 
the new man takes over as Presi-1 
dent seems to have been consider­ 
ably ex ag g erated. 
This is true no matter whether 
it’s Eisenhower or Stevenson who 
moves in. Not nearly as many 
resig nations will have to be sub­ 
mitted and accepted as may be 
imag ined. In the 12 departments 
and 51 independent ag encies, not 
more than 2000 jobs may be sub­ 
ject to presidential appointment. 
Of the g overnment’s roug hly 2,- 
500,000 employ es in the ex ecutive 
department of g overnment, 9 3 per 
cent, or about 2,325,000 are civil 
service, career men and women. 
They can be fired only for cause 
and not at the whim of some new 
boss who may happen to have pol­ 
itics different from the boss they ’ve 
had. 
These civil service employ es are 
not, however, completely frozen 
in their present jobs. They may be 
transferred from one spot to an­ 
other within the limits of their 
g rades. There may be considerable 
shifting around of the help because 
of this. 
The purpose will be to break up 
past loy alties and bring new faces 
into the offices of the new admini­ 
strators. But under the law and 
civil service reg ulations career 
employ es can’t be down-g raded nor 
upg raded precipitously . 


OF THE 17 5,000 non-civil service 
g overnment 
employ es, 
approx i­ 
mately 150,000 are employ ed by 
independent ag encies of g overn­ 
ment that have meit sy stems of 
their own. 
This would include some 14,000 
employ es of the Federal Bureau of 
Investig ation, 20,000 employ es of 
the Tennessee Valley authority , 
6000 in the Atomic Energ y Com­ 
mission, and similar outfits. 
It wfould include the people work­ 
ing for Central Intellig ence Ag ency , 
which publishes no information on 
the number of its employ es. It 
would include the 9 000 foreig n 
service officers of the State De­ 
partment and the 11,000 foreig ners 
working as chauffeurs, servants 
and minor clerks in U.S. ag encies 
abroad. 
What’s left is a g ross of 25,000 
federal jobs subject to presidential 
appointment in one way or anoth­ 
er. But a new President can by 
no means accept the resig nations 
of that many job holders when he 


steps into the White House and re­ 
place them with his own buddies. 
Many of the appointments made 
by President Truman and by Pre­ 
sident Roosevelt before him are 
for life-time jobs or for a definite 
period of y ears. Only a limited 
number of these jobs may become 
vacant in 19 53, due to death, re­ 
tirement or resig nation. 
Donald Dawson, who has hand­ 
led top personnel placements for 
President Truman say s that on the 
averag e, his office has had to find 
about 200 people a y ear for presi­ 
dential 
appointments. 
The 
way 
this works out is shown by a run­ 
down of ty pical ag encies. 


IN THE WHITE House itself, 
the President has a personal staff 
of less than 20. they are his assis­ 
tant 
(Steelman), 
counsel 
(Mur­ 
phy ), three secretaries (Connelly , 
Short and Hassett, who recently re­ 
tired), five administrative assis­ 
tants, budg et director (Lawton*, 
three economic advisers, Security 
Council secretary (Lay ), Resour­ 
ces Board chairman (Gorrie), Mu­ 
tual Security director (Harriman) 
and Mobilization director (vacant, 
formerly held by C. E. Wilson). 
All the other 1200 employ es of the 
ex ecutive office are civil service. 
In the State Department are 
about 100 appointive jobs. They 
include the secretary , undersecre­ 
tary , two deputies, eig ht assistant 
secretaries, 58 embassadors and 
14 ministers abroad, with 10 or a 
dozen officials of that rank in Wash­ 
ing ton or at the UN. 
But half the people now in these 
jobs are career foreig n service of­ 
ficers. They would probably 
be 
transferred to other posts, but not 
fired. 
In J ustice Department the at­ 
torney g eneral, solicitor g eneral, 
deputy attorney g eneral, assistant 
and ex ecutive assistant to the at­ 
torney g eneral and five assistant 
attorney s g eneral, all of their first 
assistants and perhaps 25 on the 
personal staff of the attorney g en­ 
eral are ex empted from civil ser­ 
vice. 
Department of Ag riculture, with 
66,000 employ es, has only 10 top 
jobs filled by the President. 
Post Office Department used to 
be a g reat nest of spoils sy stem 
appointments. But today , of the 4,- 
100 postmasters, the President g ets 
to appoint only to first, second 
and third-class post offices, and 
even these 
appointees 
must be 
from civil service career lists after 
a competitive ex amination.

Fra?" 


Jet Airliner 


NEW YORK (F—1The day of the 
super-speedv jet commercial air­ 
liner over American skies appears 
still to be about five y ears off— 
whether it’s built by the British or 
the Americans. 
Keen rivalry between the Brit­ 
ish—who already have jet airliners 
operating in Europe and Africa— 
and the Americans is stepped up 
by two developments: 
1. Ex ecutives of two U. S. air­ 
lines who have been looking over 
the British built Comet say Brit­ 
ish construction methods are too 
slow—and the American orders the 
British hoped for have g one g lim­ 
mering for the time at least. 
2. An American aircraft builder 
—Boeing Airplane Co. of Seattle 
—has jumped into the jet commer­ 
cial plane field. 
The British offer to fill the dis­ 
cussed American carrier’s orders 
for jets by 19 57 . 
Boeing ’s initial model of a jet 
transport plane will be ready to 
test in the summer of 19 54. It, too, 


probably would be ready for the 
airlines to purchase in 19 57 . 
Other American aircraft build­ 
ers have blue-pring s of jet com­ 
mercial airliners and have been 
willing and anx ious to build them. 
The roadblocks to build and test 
a model and g et full scale pro­ 
duction g oing costs millions of dol­ 
lars. Aircraft builders would like 
the airlines to put up part of that 
money . Even the U. S. g overn­ 
ment has talked of helping with a 
subsidy . 
Boeing has now taken the leap, 
putting at least 20 million dollars 
into the project of building the 
first model. 
Doug las Aircraft already has 
shown the airlines a wooden mock- 
up 
of 
its proposed jet plane. 
But Doug las thinks it would cost 
30 million dollars to g et g oing . 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. also has 
an advanced desig n to show the 
air carriers. It is anx ious to sell 
the project to someone who will 
put up the needed doug h.

eng ineers. 
Appeals are being made to y oung 
people to study various formed of 
eng ineering at colleg e. Our coun­ 
try cannot g et along without civil, 
mechani c a 1, 
electrical, elec­ 
tronic, 
e t c., 
etc., eng ineers. 
Why were we 
never short of 
eng ineers 
b e- 
fore? 
Obvoius- 
ly , because we 
were not invol­ 
ved in 
g lobal 
wars b e f o r e . 
We 
were 
not 
m a k i n g 
the 
world safe for 
democracy and such. The educa­ 
tion of our sons was not interrupted 
by mobilization, conscription, the 
casualties and deaths from wars. 
Besides, before w’e went into de­ 
mocracy with all our recent fervor, 
it was g enerally recog nized that a 
smart, hard-working boy was g rac­ 
ed by the almig hty and that a 
dope was a dope and that there 
can be no equality of intellect be­ 
tween them. Possible because there 
are more stupid than smart bo y s— 
and therefore more votes among 
them—our colleg es, assisted by the 
G.I. Bill of Rig hts, filled themselves 
to the rafters with many who dis­ 
liked to study but liked the leisure. 
Result: 
overcrowding , 
lowered 
standards, fewer eng ineers! 


WE ARE SHORT of nurses. Go 
to any hospital and its manag e­ 
ment weeps for n u rses. Of co u rse, 
the Army , Navy , Air Force, and 
Veterans Administration take their 
first pick. Even so, if the hospitals 
could afford to pay their nurses as 
well as stenog raphers are paid for 
lig hter work, that service mig ht be­ 
come more attractiv e. As it is, the 
hospitals have raised their stan d­ 
ards, requiring increased training , 
but not the pay sufficiently . 
On the other hand, most of our 
best hospitals ex ist by voluntary 
contributions. As tax es and the 
cost of living g o up, the amount 
that individuals donate to char­ 
ity becomes an increasing burden 
upon the families of those who are

accustomed to g ive.1 Hig h tax es 
hurt free charity and althoug h al­ 
lowances are made for income tax 
deductions, the hig h cost of living 
leaves little over in one’s pocket 
for g ood causes. 
Hospitals have been aided by 
the various blue cross plans in 
the sense that more people oay 
their way and fewer g o to free 
clinics. That however, raises an­ 
other problem w’hich cannot be dis­ 
cussed here adequately , namely , 
that internes and y oung doctors 
have decreasing opportunities to 
practice in clinics and to learn 
while a senior doctor shows them 
what to do. This problem is now 
facing all the teaching hospitals 
of our country . 


WE HAVE A shortag e of teach­ 
ers. This is, in part, due to the 
increase in population. During the 
nex t six y ears, the elementary 
school population will increase by 
1,200,000 pupils each y ear. There 
is a need for 160,000 qualified cjO- 
mentary -school teachers and 48,000 
hig h school teachers. As a matter 
of fact, the teacher shortag e is so 
severe that about 200,000 are now 
in service who have not y et com­ 
pleted their requirements for a 
bachelor’s deg ree at colleg e. 
Ag ain the armed forces compete 
w’ith a profession.- Many who train 
to be teachers, on g radaation, g o 
into the armed services and there­ 
fore are not available for our chil­ 
dren. According to the “ NEA J our­ 
nal,” 62,69 2 potential hig h school 
teachers shoould now be avail­ 
able to fill 48,000 hig h school posi­ 


tions. Actually there will not be 
that number because of other at­ 
tractions. 
Another problem that arises in 
the teaching profession is special­ 
ization. It used to be that an edu­ 
cated man could teach hig h school 
boy s and g irls the subjects they 
required to prepare for colleg e. 
Today , the hig h schools are not 
limited to preparatory courses; 
they also g ive larg e numbers of 
functional courses which call for 
specialists, 


ALSO, THE sy stem of speciali­ 
zation forces a teacher to put him­ 
self into a categ ory . He is not a 
broadly educated man, but a soc­ 
ial scientist or a specialist in home 
economics and such intellectual 
tripe. If the school sy stem recog ­ 
nized that a person fitted to teach 
in a hig h school oug ht to be able 
to undertake three or four sub­ 
jects, 
many 
of the difficulties 
which schools encounter would be 
solved, and fewer teachers would 
be out of work. The fact is that 
because 
of 
specialization, 
al­ 
thoug h there is an overall shortag e, 
many sp ecialists cannot find jobs. 
How much of a specialist does a 
hig h school teacher need to be? 
Or must it be the rule that a 
teacher of home economics knows 
nothing else? 
The price we pay for war is not 
only in money costs or the lives 
of those maimed and killed. The 
price is also in a deterioration in 
the quality of the society affected 
by war.

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Cracks In Cement Are Universal In New Homes 


While new home buy ers may well 
hav e giv en their houses complete 
inspections before mov ing in they 
cannot foresee all problems which 
may dev eiope later. But they can 
prepare to deal with some of the 
more common ones. 
This article and others to follow 
will discuss some of the normal 
problems which dev elop in nearly 
all new homes. Once prepared for 
them, an owner will recognize that 
these problems are univ ersal and 
will be less likely to be upset. 
Foundation or basement walls, 
for ex ample, ex pand in summer 
heat and contract in winter cold. 
Due to this ex pansion and contrac­ 
tion, as well as the natural shrink­ 
age which takes place in concrete 
as it sets, it is easily possible that 
some cracks may occur. 
The National Association of Home 
Builders 
emphasizes 
that these 
cracks do not affect the strength of 
the wall in any way . 
No m atter how thick the founda­ 
tion walls and no m atter how solid 
may be the ground upon which the 
house is built, such cracks can oc­ 
cur—and there is no way the build­ 
er can av oid them, the association 
points out. 
Masonry basement walls , like 
ev ery other part of the house, are 
not waterproof in themselv es, and 
are subject to ex pansion and con­ 
traction under wide temperature

The home’s frame has been de­ 
signed so that shrinkage may be 
as nearly ev en as possible, and the

shrinkage in the framing ex plains 
why molding, trim and q uarter- 
rounds seem to work « out of their 
original positions. 
Wood shrinkage can cause joints 
in woodwork to open, doors to warp 
slightly and hairline cracks to ap­ 
pear in plaster—particularly around 
door openings, plastered arches and 
stair wells. 
Shrinkage, which occurs ev en in 
kiln-dried wood, can be minimized 
by keeping the temperature in a 
new home at not higher than 70 
degrees, particularly during the 
first y ear. This will cause a more 
uniform dry ing-out process. 
It is most important to remember

Howev er, it should 
not be applied on concrete which 
is in direct contact with the earth, 
as in a basement. 
Flooring engineers hav e dev ised 
clear directions by which any one 
can now, for the first time, lay 
rubber tile in his own home. This 
enables the homeowner to hav e aj 
really lux urious floor at about half j 
the former cost. 
The first step is to measure; 
length and width of the room, de­ 
termine its sq uare footage. The 
dealer can then determine how 
many tiles are needed. 
To install, first lay a row of 
loose tiles across the room. This 
will show how much space to div ide 
to get eq ual-width borders on each 
side. 
Then snap a 
chalk-line 
along 
the longest wall at the ex act width 
of the border. Fit the border tiles 
to this line. 
With the room sq uared off and 
the width of 2 of the remaining 3 
borders determined by following 
the simple instructions, cementing 
of the borders and field tile can 
begin. * 
To cement down the field tile 
after 2 borders are in place, « tart 
in one corner of the room and lay 
4 rows across the room at a 
time. 
When the field tile is laid to 
within 4 or 5 feet of the far end 
of the room, lay a row of loose 
tile from each of the field tile to 
the wall and establish the fourth 
state | border line. Then fit and cement 
this border and fill in rest of field.

notches 3-32 inches deep, 3-32 in­ 
ches wide

Quizzing The Gardener 
Q—A soil test rev eals the need 
of lime in our garden. Why is 
lime needed and what does it do 
to the soil? 
A—A highly acid soil can be cor­ 
rected by the use of lime. Well 
worked into the soil, it improv es 
its phy sical structure, breaks down 
plant food from insoluble to av ail­ 
able forms and hastens the de­ 
composition of organic m atter. Use 3 or 
it with cautionn—and only as re­ 
commended. Ground limestone is 
to be preferred as it works slowly , 
safely and ov er a long peritRl of 
time. 
Q—What is the best method of 
sending specimen plants to 
college for identification? 
A—Place all plant specimens be­ 
tween paper troweling and wrap 
roots, if any . in wax paper before 
mailing. Moisten roots before wrap­ 
ping. To prev ent molding do not Spread 
6 to 8 sq uare feet at a 
wrap flowers or leav es in wax time, then set tile immediately , 
paper. Wrap so they
